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A Brief Report on the administration of the Sirohi State, in the 
A^'^estern Rajpiitana for the year 1003, A. D. 


:o: €0 

1. Till the year 1901 it was the practice in the State to prepare and 
publish a Biennial Administration Report. Last year it was resolved to 
compile and publish it annually. The present is the seventh administration 
report of its kind since the year 1890 A. D. It deals with the events of the 
administration of the State for the past year ending with 31st December 1902 
and contains statistics of every branch of administration up to the date. 

Situation and General Character of the Territory. 

2. The State lies between latitude 24 *"22' N. and 25 °20' N. and 
between longitude 72 *"10 and 73 '’lO E. It is bounded on the North and West 
by Mar war. On the East by Me j war and on the South by the Native States 
of Idar Danta and Palanpur in the Bombay Presidenc}^ 

3. The country is much intersected and broken up by hills and rocky 
ranges. The soil is black, sandy and Goradu and is to a great extent suitable 
for cultivation, but the land around the basis of some of the hills is hard and 
stony and cannot be cultivated. 


BaiiifalL 

4. In the year under report there was a moderate rainfall of 15 
Inches and 58 cents, as compared with 5 inches and 51 cents, in the year 
1901. Looking to the average rainfall of 21 inches in the State (^excluding 
Mount Abu") the year’s rainfall was not quite insuflScient for agricultural 
purposes. It was, however, quite unseasonable. The monsoon may be regard- 
ed to have setin in the middle of august. The later rains held off. The out- 
turn of the Kharif harvest w'as consequently only 10 annas of the average, 
but Xuri, Sama, Munsa, and such other spontaneously growing corns were 
produced in abundance. 

5. Statement No. 18 annexed to this report gives the average rate of 
food grains in the year under report. 

Public Health. 

6. There was no appearance of plague or any other epidemic in the 
3 "ear under report. Even the camps of Famine Relief Workers, Poor Houses 
and Orphanage which had to be established on account of the prevailing scarcity 
sent a clear bill o£ health. 

Changes. 

7. There was no change in the principal officers of the State. 
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Political. 

8 . The relation 'n-ith th British Government continued to be peaceful, 
loyal and friendly and those with the Jagirdars of the State were also as 
harmonious as before. 

llevcime. 

9 . The Revenue Department was throughout the 5 'ear in chai-ge of 
Singhiji Samrat Slallji who has been long in the same office and his work was 
as satisfactory as before. The following figures show the total revenue and 
expenditure of the State from the year 1898 to 1902 A. D.

10 . From the above statement it would appear that the income in the 
year under report from all the sources was Rupees 3,39,361-11-0 against 
Rupees 3,37,061-3-3 in the year 1901. It would thus appear that although 
the year under report was an abnormal year, the income was not reduced to an 
appreciable extent as compared with that in the previous year. 

11 . The total expenditure exceeded the income by Rs. 70,799-11-0 as 
the former includes the following items of extraordinary expenditure. 

lis- 32,695-15 — 7 Expenditure in conducting the famine operations which 
were rendered necessai'y on account of scarcity. 

„ 10,935 — 3 — 9 Cost of preparations in giving a fitting reception to His 
Excellency the Yicero 3 ^ 

„ 46,909-15 — 9 Outlay in the construction of the Diamond Jubilee Tank at 
Pindwara spent in the previous 3 ’ears but given credit in 
the State account of the 3 ^ear under report. 

12 . Those three items bring the total of extraordinary e.xpenditure to 
Rs. 90,541-3-1 which when taken out from the total gross expenditure of the 
year leaves the ordinary expenditure to Rs. 3,19,620-2-11. Thus the com- 
parison of the total income and the expenditure shows a net saving of Rs- 
19,741-8-1 over .and above the pa 3 TOent to Government of Rs- 20,000 in two 
instalnients of the famine loan, and Rs- 5,000 towards the Darbar’s subeription 
of the Yictoria Memorial Fund. On account of constant raids of the Bhils of 
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Mewar ancl.Mahikantha in the villages on the border, additional Thanas had to 
be posted and those already existing had to be strengthened. This involved 
sum additional expenditure. 

13. The expenditure under the head of establishment, in 1901 was 
Bs* 35,288 against Rs- 32,130 in the year under report showing a decrease o£ a 
little over Rs- 3,000. The maintenance of stables cost Rs- 22,329 in 1901 
while in the year under report the expenditure under this head amounted to 

21,000 showing a reduction of lls. 1,329. The household exjDenses of 
His Highness were reduced from Rs* 19,438 in 1901 A. d. to R^ 16,163 in 
1902. The item of Sirbaudi or army expcnces was similarly reduced from 
Rs. 72,945 to Rs- 65,610. 

The heads under which some noticeable increase is made in the expendi- 
ture in the year under report over that in the previous year are (1) camel 
expenses (2) Interpst on the state liabilities both on account of Government 
Famine loan and the- Raj Treaserer’s debts. Increase in the former was due 
to the employment of a competent man to train the camels and purchase of 
some camels and saddles ; that under the latter may be accounted for as due 
to credit being given to interest on the famine loan for two years Le, 1900 and 
1901. The interest which accrued due on the famine loan in 1900 and 1901 
not having been brought to notice until late in the year is under report. 

14. It is no disparagement of His Highness the Maha Rao Sahib 
Bahadurji who is a learned and amiable ruler to assert the undoubted fact that 
it is a wearisome struggle to preserve equilibrium between the income and 
the expenditure. The expenditure has more than once been closely investigated 
with the result that if the payment of the two half yearly instalments of the 
famine loan and the subscription to the Victoria Memorial Fund be excluded 
there, is clearly a saving of Rs- 44,000. It is also under consideration to 
further reduce, it possible, the cost of administration as far as it is compatible 
with efficiency, but there is little hope of greater reductions, as any serious 
effort in the direction is calculated, as experience has shown, to endanger the 
success of the administration. 

Customs. 

. 15. The Customs Department continued under the Superintendency of 
Modi Son Malji. There were no changes either in the working of the Depart- 
ment or in the staff worth mention. In the year under report the right of the 
Thakur of Dhavli was settled and the payment of a fixed allotment was 
arranged with him. Arrangement was also entered into with the Nibaj 
Thakur, who was previously given one half of the Customs realizations in his 
villages, on his having renounced all claim' to such' share, a lump sum of 
Rs. 951 has been fixed to.be paid to him annually in return for it. 

16. The receipts from customs amounted to Rs- 85,911-7-0 against 
Rs- 97,166-4-9 in the preceding year. The disbursements in each of the years 
amounted to Rs- 24,724-2-9 and Rs- 31,112-13-3 respectively. 
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Reference to stotement No. 4 will show that the disbursements of 
Rs. 24,724-2-9 included the following principal items. 

Rs- 9,079-7-3 Cost of establishment and of preventive measures 
against smuggling and import and export of contraband goods. 

Rs- 6,120-0-3 Payment to Jagirdars on account of their rights., 

Rs- 7,169-12-9 Remissions and refunds of over charges to merchants. 

Rs- 114-9-0 Rewards for detecting frauds and smuggling. 

17. The payment to Jagirdars included payment of arrears to the 
Nibaj Thakur. 

18. For the better regulation of tralBc in Opium, rules were framed to 
introduce an uniform system of issuing permits for import and export of 
opium, of granting licenses to whole-sale and retail dealers and to enfoi’ce 
traders and retail dealers to keep proper accounts of purchases and sales as 
well as to inflict punishment for breaches of the rules. The whole system of 
imports and exports and of looking to the proper enforcement of the rules 
has been placed in charge of the Customs Superintendent. 

Forest. 

19. The Forest Department continued to be in charge of the same 
ofilcer who held the office of Superintendent of Customs, The post of Forest 
Ranger vacated by Baboo Aruri Ram was filled up with the appointment of 
Lalla Brijnath, who received his training in the Forest School at Dehra-Dun 
and is certified be duly qualified. 

The State Forest Ranger has to look to the proper development of all 
the forests of the state and their area on the plains being by far the larger 
and more important than those on Abu. The Forest Ranger has to devote great 
attention to them. In deference, however, to the wishes of the Honourable 
the Agent to the Govenor-General, Rajputana, his Head Quarters had to be 
transferred to Abu with orders to him to visit the forests on the plains at least 
twice a month ; but it is hoped that he wiU continue to make regular monthly 
circuits in the forest on the plains that their growth might not suffer from 
neglect. 

/^O. The Forests in the state suffered much owing to the indiscriminate 
cuttings in the late Famine. There were also many obstacles in the growth 
of now trees on account of scarcity of water. Indefatigable efforts are made 
to preserve and protect the forest growth by keeping a sufficient number of 
guards and by the adoption of efiicient measures to look after them.^^ 

21. Forester Achal Singh who acted as Forest Ranger pending the 
appointment of the permanent incumbent zealously worked in the performance 
of his duties. 

22. Statements Nos. 5 and 6 show the revenue and expenditure under 
this head. 
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23. The Revenue under this head amounted to Rs. 17,487 against 1’; 

Rs. 16,386'6-9 realized in the previous 3 ’ear. It is under contemplation to !' 
farm out the monopoly of selling liquor in the whole state to a single contrac- j 
tor in order to have an uniform practice of its sale in the whole state. | 

24. The Nibaj Thakur has in lieu of. the pajnnent of Rs. 270/- annn- | 

ally to him renounced his claim under this head. The Dhavli Thakur’s right | 
is also fixed at Rs. 13/- per annum. ,j 

Fiiblic Works and Irrigafioii. 


25. This branch of the administration engrosses great attention of II is 
Highness the Maha Rao Sahib Rahadurji who .takes personal interest in exten- 
ding the scope of Irrigation in the the state. 

Famine operations had to be conducted in the year under report on 
account of the prevailing scarcity and construction of the Sirohi and Chandela 
Tanks was pushed on with Famine labour. Even after close of the famine 
operations in September 1902 work on the Chandela Tank was continued. A 
Dam was laid over the Gomti Hulla and the Chandela Tank was completed as 
an Irrigation lYork in every respect. There now exist in the state two Tanks 
for Irrigation, completed in every respect, the Pindwara Diamond Jubilee 
Tank and the Chandela Tank. Both of them are calculated to Irrigate alto- 
gether nearly 1,100 acres if leakage in the former be stopped as is expected the 
measures adopted would do. The Sirohi Tank is a work of considerable mag- 
nitude and its completion will involve a large outla}’^ of money, which the 
resources of the state would not afford to be incurred all at a time. It is, 
however, contemplated to finish it piece by piece just as funds are available,..^'^ 


26. The chief source of irrigation on which the agriculturists can depend 
in a year of drought is well-irrigation, the extention of which is encouraged 
b}" all possible means. 

27. The subject of irrigation is well treated in the 3 ^ear’s Famine Report 
and report on the Progress of Public Works in the state and it is not necessaiy 
to reiterate the views expressed in them in details . 

28. In the year under report Rs. 19,7 63-9-6 was spent from the farnane 
funds and Rs. 10,700 from the other state Funds. 


29. Preliminary investigations w^ere conducted under the supeindsion of 
Mr. Manners Smith, Superintending Engineer, in Rajputana and Central India, 
of the 7 projects of Protective Irrigation works in the state, a detailed account 
of which appears in a separate report submittted on the subject in the 3 ’ear 
under report. 

30. Mr. ^Manners Smith inspected and supervised investigations of all 
the proposed projects of Irrigation works in the state. He ma 3 " have submitted 
a report of his laboims to the Residence'. If a copy be furnished of it to the 
Darbar, the 3 '' will be in a position to offer their remarks on the practical 
possibilities of the proposed projects. 
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Boundary. 

31. JTo cases oE inteviial boundary ■were taken in hand owing to press 
oE work in other branches c£ the administration. 

Froiificr Boundary. 

32. The remarks made in the previous years report hold good. After 
repeated representations to the Honourable the Agent to the Governor- General 
through the Resident lYestern Rajputana States, it was decided, after communi- 
cation with the Political Agent Palanpur and the Government of Bombay, 
that the Resident Western Rajputana Stites and the Political Agent Palanpur 
would meet on the Sirohi-Palanpore Border in disputaand hold a joint euquiry 
and with the assistance of a competent and experienced Surveyor ascertain 
how far the allegations of Sirohi, challenging correctness of the demarcation 
are correct and to what extent the Boundar}' between Palanpore and Sirohi if 
found to be erroneous must be rectified. It was arranged that both the Political 
Officers would meet on the border last cold weather season. However on ac- 
count of the Viceroy’s visit and the Delhi Darbar they could not spare time to do 
the work which had consequently to be deferred till the next cold weather season. 

33. It is hoped that their meeting would be arranged without delay 
and the great injustice caused to Sirohi by an erroneous and fraudulent demar- 
cation would be removed hy an early redress of its grievances. 

Criuiiiinl. 

34. There was no change in the constitution of the courts in the year 
under report. Their number and the arrangement for dispensation of justice 
remained unaltered except that the Criminal powers of the Tehsildars and the 
Abu Road Magistrate were so modified as to assimilate them with those of a 
third Class Jlagistrate under the Indian Code of Criminal Procedure 1898. 
The order, however, was put into force only after the year closed. 

So.y^eference to Statement Ho. 7 would show that 1,035 offences were 
reported in the year against 1,045 in the year 1901. Thus there was a de- 
crease of 10 offences reported, a number too small to call for an explanation. 
The number of dakaitis reported in 1902 ^as 23 against 39 in the preceding 
j-ear, showing a decrease of 16 dakait^j^^he decrease "was due to the efficient 
preventive measures taken by establishing additional Police outpost on the 
Sirohi-Mcwar and Idar border which kept proper control over the ingress of 
the bhils of the latter States into Sirohi territories for the purposes of commit- 
ting such heinous offence^ Besides as the Police vigilantly checked the move- 
ments of the criminal tribes, there were very few preconcerted dakaitis. Even 
though the year under report was an abnormal one the number of dakaitis 
and high way robberies was very small as compared with those in the prcced- 
ing j-ear. The number of robberies was 11 in the year under report against 
14 in the preceding year. This speaks favourably of the action of the Police 
in the prevention of offences. 

: 36, In dacoity cases 54 persons were brought under trial of whom 35 

■\vcro convicted, 13 were acquitted, one died and the remaining 5 were under- 
trial prisoners at the conclusion of the year. 
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37. In the robbeiy cases, ‘5 persons were arrested of -whom i were con- 
victed and one was discharged. 

38. The number of offenders reported to be concerned in the commis- 
sion of dacoities was also considerably reduced. It was 384 in 1902 against 
1,217 in the preceding year. There is no such noticeable fall in the number of 
offenders reported to have committed other offences against property {vide 
Statement Ho. 9.) 


39. The value of property lost in the commission of offences against 
it as shown in Statement Ho. 9 amounts to Rs. 29,989-9-0 aeainst 
Rs. 49,886-11-9 in the year 1901. The percentage of property recovered to 
that lost was 36’3 in 1902 against 25’2 per cent, in 1901. This shows a very 
satisfactory result of the efforts of the Police in recovering stolen property. 

40. There was an arrear of 22 Criminal appeals at the end of the j^ear 
1901, while 40 more were filed in the year under report, thus making a total of 
62, of which 24 were decided lea^ung a balance of 38 for the coming year. 

41. Statements Hos. 10 and 11 show respectively the distribution of 
punishment awarded and the statistical working of the Criminal appeal Courts. 


42. Ho cases of infanticide were reported to have been committed in 
the year under report. 

Efforts were continued to move by generous inducements the crimi- 
nal tribes to settle down and all possible facility was offered them, for employing 
their energies to a congenial sphere of agricultural life and field .labour^ 



Civil. 


44. The constitution of the Civil Courts remained unaltered. Civil Suits 
to the value of-Rs. 30,580-1-0 were instituted in the year under report against 
Rs. 54,492-1-0 in the preceding year and the Revenue from their ad valorem 
fees amounted to Rs. 3,878-10-0 against Rs. 7,941-14-6 in the preceding year. 

45. The number of Suits pending at the end of the year 1901 was 107 
and 431 were filed in the year under report bringing the total to 538, of which 
436 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 102 for the ensuing year, while in 
the year 1901, 524 Suits were newly instituted and there was an arrear of 81 
Suits at .the end of 1900, of this total number of Suits 605, 498 were disposed 
of leaving 107 pending for the year under report. 

'46. As regards appellate Civil . work it may be remarked that parties 
dissatisfied with the decisions of the Sadar Court file, if they so desire, their 
appeals both ChnI and Criminal in the Mahek'ma Khas which is presided over 
by His Highness the Maharao Sahib Bahadurji personally. 

47. At the end of the year 1901, there were 26 appeals pending, to 
which were added 23 filed in the year under report bringing a total of 49, of 
which 20 were- disposed of, while 29 were in balance at the end of the 3 'ear ; 
whereas in the year 1901, there was a balance of 40 appeals, arrears of 1900, 
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to wLicli were ndded 18 filed in the yenr. 0£ this total number of oS, 32 
appeals were disposed of passing on 26 to the succeeding year, ?.e., the year 
under report. 

JaiL 

48. At the end ol the year 1901, there were 129 male and 2 female 
prisoners in the Jail and 318 males and 23 females \vere newl}^ admitted in the 
year under report, making up a total of 447 males and 25 females prisoners of 
wliom 328 males and 21 females were released ; Over and above that 4 male 
prisoners died and 3 escaped, thus leaving a balance of 112 male and 4 
female prisoners for the ensuing year. 

49. In the year 1901, there was an nrrear of 96 male and 2 female 
prisoners, 365 male and 5 female prisoners were admitted in the preceding 
year of whom 332 male and 5 female prisoners vrere released, leaving a 
balance of 129 male and 2 female prisoners for the year under report. 

50. There were 13 juvenile prisoners in 1902 against 23 in the 
preceding year. 

51. The total cost of the maintenance of the prisoners in 1902, 
amounted to lls. 8,242/- against Rs, 7,100/- in 1901, A, D. 

52. There were only 4 deaths among the prisoners as shown above 
giving the rate of only 9 per thousand per annum which is indeed very low, 
corroborating the Statement that the health of the prisoners was very 
satisfactory. 

53. The j^risoners sentenced to hard labour were emplo 5 ’ed as labourers 
in the work of the construction of buildings, repair of roads, the Jail garden 
and Lithographic Press. 

51. ISo cases of any serious breach of Jail discipline rules were 
reported in the year under report. 

55, The following statement shows the average sickness in the 
Sirohi Jail

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Protection. 

56. The State Police was as in the preceding 3 'cars under the supervi- 
sion o£ Fojdar Chen Singhji throughout the year. The cost of State Sarbandi 
was Es. 65,610 against Rs. 72,945-2-6 in 1901. 

57 The work of village police was performed in Jagir-villages entertained 
at the cost of the respective Jagirdars. The work of investigating and preven- 
ting commission of offences was satisfactorily discharged by the Police. 

©isjfeiisaries and Yaccination, 

58. There are three charitable Dispensaries in the state in the towns 
of Sirohi, Sheogonj and Abu-Road. Medical relief was sought by the people 
w'ithout any superstition or drawbacks. There was no change in the staff of 
Yaccinators. 

Sanitation. 

59. There is a Municipality at Abu to the maintenance of which the 
Darbar contribute Rs. 3,000 a year. 

60. Efficient Sanitary and Conservancy establishments are also main- 
tained in the towns of Abu Road and Shioganj and their work was quite to 
the mark. 

61 It is fortunate to remark that the whole State was free from plague 
or any other epidemic throughout the year under report. 

Education. 

62. As already reported there are four schools in the State. There 
are many other private schools in the towns and big villages in the State. 

Post ©ffice. 

'V 

63. The Post offices in the State are under the supervision of the 
Deputy Postmaster-General, Rajputana. There was no change in their number. 
They are working well and the people appreciate them. 

Telegrapli. 

64 There are Government Telegraph offices in the towns of Sirohi, Erin- 
pura, Abu Road and Abu Civil Station. The towns close to the Rajputana 
Slalwa Railway line Staions have also the advantage of telegraphy. There 
existence has facitilated business and trade. 

F.qiiiiiie. 

65. Oh account of Scarcity prevailing, famine operations had to be 
conducted to some extent. Their maintenance cost the State close upon 
Rs. 32,000/-. It was a heavy’’ drain on the Slate Treasury and added to the 
liabilities of the State. The operations were later on in charge of Mr. J. S. 
Eelsun deputed from the Postal Department. 
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66. A detailed printed Famine report has been submitted and it is 
needless to report here the details ^vhich fully appear in it. 

Storage of Fodder. 

67. Under instructions received from the Resident Western Rajputana 
States, circulars had been issued to the Tehesildars and other local officers con- 
cerned impressing upon them the desirability of assisting people especially 
agriculturists in storing up grass and fodder and reserving a year’s stock for 
their cattle and it is observed that people in the state have responded to the 
instructions villingly. Every facility is afEorded to the people in storing up 
grass and fodder by idlowing them to take it each one just according to his re- 
quirements for one year or more from the hills and the forests. It is expected ■ 
that in course of time people will acquire a habit of keeping in reserve grass 
and fodder which will support their cattle in an unforeseen season of drought. 

Visits. 

68. His Excellency the Viceroy, Lord Curzon of Keddleston, honoured 
the state with a visit in November 1902 at Abu Road and Abu and was the 
guest of His Highness the Maha Rao Sahib Bahadurji. His Highness was 
also done by His Excellency the Viceroy the honour of a visit and return visit 
at Abu. 

69. Major K. D. Erskine the Resident W. R. States and the Honour- 
able Lt. Col. A. P. Thornton, the officiating Agent to the Governor-General, 
Rajputana, visited the state in course of their usual annual tours in the month 
of January 1902. 

70. In responce to a kind invitation from the Government of India H. 
H. the Maha Rao Sahib Bahadurji, Sir Kaishree Singhji Sahib g.c.i.e., k.c.s.i., 
attended the Imperial assemblage at Delhi. Although there were reasons ma- 
king it imperative on his His Highness to abandon the idea of going to Dehli 
.and attend the Darbar, His Highness prompted by motives of loyalty and 
devotion to the British throne subordinated all other causes however stronsr 
they 'were, and attended the Dehli Durbar, which entailed heavy expenses to 
the State, 

Expenses among Rajpnts. 

71. The local branch o£ the Walter Krit Rajputra Hit karini Sabha did 
more satisfactory work in the year under report than in the preceding year. 

(KCiicral. 

72. His Highness the Maha Rao Sahib Bahadurji continued to take the 
same personal interest in looking to the afBairs of all the branches of the ad- 
ministration. He devoted several hours daily and punctually in advising upon 
important matters of administration and in hearing appeals to the Mahkma 
Ivhas.
